RULES 


P10BAIREACHD  SOCIETY. 


I. — This  Society,  which  was  formed  in 
September  1902,  at  the  Argyllshire  Gathering, 
shall  be  known  as  "  CoMUNN  NA  Pio- 
BAIREACHD" — THE  PIOBAIKEACHD  SOCIETY. 

II. — The  objects  of  the  Society  shall  be: — 

(a)  The  encouragement,  study,  and  playing 

of  Piobaireachd  on  the  Highland  Bag- 
pipe. 

(b]  To  collect  Fiobaireachd  MSS.,  to  record 

their  history,  to  publish  tunes,  correct- 
ing those  already  in   print  which  are

found  to  be  wrong,  and,  finally,  to 
form  a  library  for  the  dissemination  of 
this  music. 

(c)  The  general  advancement  and  diffusion 

of  knowledge  of  the  ancient  Highland 
Piobaireachd. 

(d)  To  hold  competitions  at  such  places  as 

the  Society  may  fix,  and  to  offer 
prizes.  The  selection  of  tunes  for 
competition  to  be  vested  in  a  Sub- 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Society, 
who  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  select 
only  such  tunes  as  are  not  generally 
played  at  other  Piobaireachd  compe- 
titions. 

(e)  To    appoint,    eventually,    Piobaireachd 

teachers  in  various  parts  of  Scotland, 
and  to  aid,  financially,  promising  pupils 
in  obtaining  further  instruction. 


III. — The  qualification  for  membership  shall 
be,  that  the  Committee  are  satisfied  that  the 
candidate  is  interested  in  Piobaireachd,  and  will 
forward  the  aims  and  interests  of  the  Society  in 
every  possible  manner. 

IV. — The  Society  shall  consist  of  Ordinary 
Members  who  shall  pay  an  Annual  Subscription 
of  £i,  is.,  and  of  a  certain  number  of  Life 
Members  (at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee) 
who  shall  pay  £20  on  Admission.  The  Annual 
Subscription  shall  be  payable  on  election,  and 
afterwards  on  1st  January,  but  Members  elected 
after  ist  September  shall  not  be  called  upon  to 
pay  a  subscription  the  following  January. 

V. — Any  Member  failing  to  pay  his  Annual 
Subscription  due  on  ist  January  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Society,  and  if,  after  notice  being  sent  him  by 
the  Secretary,  his  Subscription  is  not  paid  by 
ist  May,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  Member  of  the 


Society,  but  may  be  re-admitted  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  assigning  reasons  which  they  shall 
deem  satisfactory  for  his  failure  of  payment. 
To  avoid  inconvenience,  it  is  earnestly  requested 
that  the  Agents  of  Members  shall  be  furnished 
with  authority  to  pay  their  Annual  Subscription 
on  1st  of  January. 

VI. — Every  Candidate  must  be  proposed  by 
one  Member  of  the  Society,  and  seconded  by 
another,  to  whom  the  Candidate  must  be  per- 
sonally known.  The  election  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  a  majority  of  those  present  of  the 
Committee.  No  Candidate  once  rejected  can 
come  up  again  for  election  until  a  year  has 
elapsed. 

VII. — The  Society  reserves  to  itself  the  right 
to  remove  any  Member  should  a  General  Meet- 
ing determine,  by  a  majority,  that  this  should 
be  done  in  the  interests  of  the  Society. 


VIII. — There  shall  be  a  President,  Honorary 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  a  Committee  of 
Eight  Members — three  being  a  quorum — all  of 
whom  shall  retire  annually,  and  shall  be  eligible 
for  re-election.  In  their  hands  shall  be  vested 
all  the  affairs  of  the  Society.  The  election  of 
the  above  shall  take  place  at  the  Annual  General 
Meeting  by  ballot. 

IX. — The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the 
Society  shall  be  held  in  Scotland  at  such  place 
as  the  Committee  may  appoint,  and,  if  possible, 
during  the  months  of  August  or  September. 
Extraordinary  General  Meetings  may  be  held 
where  and  when  the  Committee  may  consider 
most  convenient.  They  may  be  called  by  the 
Secretary  on  a  requisition  signed  by  any  Ten 
Members  stating  the  nature  of  the  business  they 
wish  to  bring  forward.  Eight  Members  shall 
form  a  quorum  at  all  General  and  Extraordinary 
General  Meetings,  and  not  less  than  Six  Weeks' 
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notice  of  motions  must  be  given.  All  motions 
must  be  sent  to  the  Secretary,  and  must  be 
signed  by  Two  Members  of  the  Society.  Voting 
by  proxy  shall  be  allowed  only  in  cases  where 
the  motion  to  be  voted  upon  is  specified  by  the 
granter  of  the  proxy. 

X. — A  Statement  showing  the  financial  posi- 
tion of  the  Society  shall  be  submitted  by  the 
Secretary  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting, 
having  previously  been  audited  by  Two  Mem- 
bers of  the  Committee.  This  Statement, 
together  with  a  record  of  the  year's  proceedings, 
shall  afterwards  be  printed,  and  issued  to  all 
the  Members  of  the  Society. 

XI. — No  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  these 
Rules  shall  be  made  unless  at  an  Annual 
General  Meeting  of  the  Society.  Two  Months' 
notice  of  such  proposed  alteration  must  be  given 
to  all  Members,  and  the  motion  must  be  carried 
by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  those  voting.
